A Mentality Test 
For Office-holders 


This is really a good idea. Of 
course it won’t work, but still it’s 
a good idea. Every once in a while 
as you read of some of the doings 
of public officials don’t you say to 
yourself: “Why isn’t there some 
way that we can keep such people 
out of public office?” 

For appointive public office we 
have things fairly well under con- 
trol * through the civil service 
method. There are abuses of 
course; even the operation of a 
civil service examination plan must 
be handled by humans who are ap- 
pointed by politicians who in turn 
are not subject to an examination. 
In Massachusetts at present the 
system works pretty well, but it 
wasn’t always so. We have a good 
sovernor at present: we didn’t al- 
ways have that type. 

Yes, they are appointed by poli- 
ticians who are not subject to an 
examination—and therein lies the 
idea. What would happen if be- 
tween nomination time and ballot- 
printing time the nominees had to 
take an examination to determine 
whether or not their names should 
s0 on the ballot. Not an examina- 
tion to see whether they can tnans- 
late Latin: or find out what “x” is 
im a certain equation, but a gchol- 
astic aptitude test, a psychological 
test designed to see how they use 
their mentality if they possess such 
a thing. Wouldn’t that limit the 
field? Here in Andover some of 
those now holding office wouldn’t 
even have gotten on the ballot 
(those whom it Will fit will put that 
particular shoe on). In the state 
some of our former governors 
would have had to find a job in 
private lifie somewhere, In Boston 
at present the City Council would 
be an entirely different body—hon- 
estly now did you read where that 
august ‘body had voted to ask the 
police to ban “#. M. Pulham, Hs- 
quire,” and most of them hadn’t 
read it? When we read it, we found 
it to be a very iwteresting story 
about some very real people with 
salaciousness at a minimum far be- 
low the ordinary 20th century 
novel, and everybody else who has 
read it apparently feels the same,

Andover Interested 


In Insurance Bill 
A large number of Andover resi- 


——_—_—_ dents have been attending hear- 
ret ings at the state house on a pro- 
It poved bill which would allow mu- 


tual insurance companies to issue 
policies without the present man- 
datory policyholder assessment 
liability clause. Only Massachu- 
setts and New ‘Hampshire now re- 
quire this of mutuals, ‘but com- 
panies in these two states operat- 
ing in other states still have to in- 
clude this provision because of 
reciprocity laws. 

The clause was originally adopt- 
ed as a safeguard in case of a tre- 
mendous loss, but no Bay State fire 
mutual has had to assess policy- 
holders since the Boston fire of 
1872, at which time only four mu- 
tuals failed as against 22 stock 
companies which are not required 
to have the assessment clause. The 
present bill permits a mutual to 
issue non-assessable policies when 
the company has the same. finan- 
cial status that the law requires a 
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stock company to have, $200,000 
to $300,000 surplus. Since the Mer- 
rimack and Cambridge companies 
which have their home offices here 
have a surplus well over that 
amount, local persons are much 
interested in the bill as it will 
bring more business to Andover 
from all over the country. The 
three local representatives are in 
favor of it, but Senator Babcock 
has not recorded himself as yet.
